1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 7, 9, 10, and 12-16 are allowed. Claims 1, 9, 10, and 13 are 
independent. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 10 as amended include the allowable limitations of claims 6 and 1 1 , 
respectively, now canceled. 

Claims 9 and 13 have been rewritten in independent form. 

The reasons for allowance for claims 6 and 1 1 are repeated below for claims 1 
and 10, respectively, and the reasons for allowance for claims 9 and 13 are also 
repeated below. 

Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record, including Bright et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 4,975,735) and Kawai et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,043,866). None of Bright et 
al. and Kawai et al. discloses a plurality of sensing holes formed in the carrier sheet so 
that the sensor senses the scanning start position and the scanning end position as 
claimed. 

Claims 2, 4, 7, and 1 4-1 6 depend on claim 1 . 

Claim 9 is allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art, including 
Bright et al. (US 4,975,735) does not disclose that a power transmission unit is provided 
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between the feed roller and the calibration unit, for transmitting a driving force of the 
feed roller to the calibration unit. 

Claims 10 and 13 are allowable for a reason similar to the reason given for claim 
9. A power transmission unit provided between the tension roller or the feed roller and 
the power source, for transmitting the driving force of the power source to the tension 
roller or the feed roller, is not taught by the prior art of record, including Right et al. (US 
4,975,735) and Kawai (US 6,043,866). 

Claim 12 depends on claim 10
